If the farmers fail to approve by 
that margin they will be subject to 
only acreage controls but price sup- 
port levels will drop from 90 per 
cent of parity to 50 per cent.

Control of Pocket Gophers and 
Moles: 1. trapping; 2. poisoning; 3, 
gassing. It is necessary to find and 
open the main lateral tunnel. A 
small gopher trap or a rat trap 1s 
then placed in this opening in such 
a position that its presence is the 
least conspicious. Place a board or 
shingle over the opening in the 
ground above the trap and com- 
pletely cover the board with ground 
so that no light will get through to 
the trap. 

After having put out traps, tramp 
down or kick off the tops of all 
mounds nearby so that on the next 
visit any new mounds will be clear- 
ly visible for future attention. 

Poison baits: Cut baits of sweet 
potatoes, carrots or parsnips, two 
quarts; strychnine ( powdered), 
either alkaloid or sulphate. ' 
ounce. Cut the vegetables in pieces 
about half inch square. With a 
pepperbox, dust the strychnine 
evenly over the bait, a little at a 
time, meanwhile turning them over, 
until all are evenly coated. Put 
bait in covered container and use 
as soun as possible. Label plainly, 
both sifter and container, poison. 

Poisonous gases are often effec- 
tive against these rodents. Carbon 
monoxide is one method, Carbon 
Disulfide or calcium cyanide (flakes 
or dust) or Cynogas, It is necessary 
to open the main tunnel so that a 
tew flakes can be sprinkled into 
each one. When the flakes contact 
the moist earth deadly gas is gen- 
erated which will spread through 
the entire underground = system 
which is connected to the main run 
Where either the poison bait or the 
gas method is used it will be neces- 
sary to find and open the main 
tunnel. This can be done with a 
probe. 

Sink the slender, sharp end into 
the ground between the rows of 
mounds until the main tunnel 1

It is expected four 
to five thousand additional farms 
will be connected each year for the 
next several years. 

Farm electrification represents 
one of the largest and most effec- 
tive jobs of co-operative effort ever 
carried out in Alberta. This is co- 
operation at its best. Considering 
the fact that only a handful of 
farmers had electric service in 1943, 
the advancement which has been 
made in leas than 10 years is really 
outstanding@ — something of which 
all those who have a part in this 
work, the farmers, the provincial 
government and the power com- 
panies, can be justly proud. 

The capital investment the farm- 
er makes in electrifying his farm 
is a good investment. The sale 
value of the farm is immediately 
increased. In most cases the value 
of the electrified farm goes up by 
at least twice the amount the 
farmer has invested in line con- 
struction costa and building wire 
costs.
